Bedford  is  an  old  town  and  claims 
35,000  inhabitants.  Its  notoriety  grows 
out  of  its  treatment  to  John  Bunyan. 
John  Bunyan  was  born  at  Elstow  now  a 

He  was  con- 
verted in  1653,  and  shortly  afterwards  bap- 
tized by  Rev.  Mr.  Gifford  in  the  river  Ouse 
and  thus  became  a member  of  the  Baptist 
Church  in  Bedford.  In  1655  he  was  set 
apart  to  the  ministry.  Five  years  later 
Charles  II  ascended  the  throne  of  England. 
‘‘The  King  and  Parliament  made  it  a crime 
lor  anyone  to  preach  but  a priest  of  the 
church  of  England.”  Bunvan  was  one  of 
their  first  victims,  charged  with  “devil- 
ishly"  and  “perniciously"  abstaining  from 
going  to  church  and  as  a common  up- 
holder of  meetings  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
the  King  and  teaching  men  to  worship 
contrary  to  law.” 

Bunyan  was  first  arrested  and  put  in 
Bedford  jail  for  three  months — coming  out 
he  went  to  preaching  again.  He  was  then 
put  in  jail  lor  six  years.  Being  released  he

The  present  elegant  building  was 
erected  on  the  old  site  in  1849.  We  visited 
the  river  Ouse  where  Bunyan  was  baptized, 
a small  fragment  of  the  old  prison  is  there 
near  the  present  bridge.  Here  it  is  thought 
Bunyan  wrote  his  Pilgrim’s  Progress.  We 
went  to  his  old  home  at  Elstow,  went  into 
the  old  barn  where  he  preached.  The  old 
seats  that  he  used  are  there,  yet.  also  his 
old  chair  and  table.  We  stepped  in  his 
pulpit,  sat  on  his  chair  and  wrote  on  his 
table.  We  went  into  his  old  house  and 
looked  at  the  rooms  and  furniture  once 
used  by  the  “immortal  dreamer.”  But  the 
tide  turned  with  Bunyan.  The  successors 
of  his  persecutors  became  the  Champions 
of  his  booor,  on  the  10th  day  of  June  1874.

I am  glad  our  officials  do  not 
do  as  they  used  to  do  in  Jackson,  prohibit 
religious  tneetihgs.  While  the  rigid  quar- 
antine is  a great  drawback  to  the  com- 
merce of  the  country,  yet  if  we  are  let 
alone  as  we  are  in  Biloxi  we  are  all  right. 
We  can  keep  the  altar  fires  burning  and 
be  ready  to  welcome  better  days  when 
they  come.  Biloxi  is  cleaner  than  I have 
ever  seen  it,  and  the  health  is  unusually 
good.

There  a rig  1^5, 060  white  Baptists  in 
Mi-sissippijbe|j>nging  tc  1,291  churches, 
ami  eooperts£ftf|  in  55  associations  tor 
educational  £ missionary  purposes. 
These  assr,c*$atj§*ns  hold  annual  meetings 
at  different  Sirius  and  places  during  -Sep- 
tember andp<‘fyber. 

These  gei^frhs bodies  are  not  ecclesias- 
tical courts i-  deposed  of  delegates  (rom 
the  churi^ei jbot  only  delilierative  and 
advisory  c^pmiSls.  They  have  no  kind  or 
d<  gree  ot  |jo#er  over  the  churches.  To 
th*  se  counts  '^he  churches  send  three  or 
more  me  ytj$crs,  who  are  sometimes 
called  delerfJtH? and  representatives.  But 
in  the  real^|qs|  of^the  term  there  can  be 
no  such  thHg  Ss  representation  of  church- 
es in  assocMtidJis,  since  chnrches  cannot 
delegate  thj^r  Authority  without  subvert- 
ing the  tKtor^  of  church  government  as 
taught  in  t^e  lew  Testament,  and  held  by 
Baptists.

the  spiritual  condition  of  the  chnrches,  the 
state  of  the  missionary  and  educational 
work,  and  give  the  messengers  informa- 
tion, inspiring,  uplifting  and  moving. 
Dear  leaders  of  the  people,  see  that  the 
messengers  of  the  churches  at  least  have 
an  opportunity  to  follow  yon  to  the  asso- 
ciation— ,and  into  its  worship  and  work. 

Tne  chnrches  should  be  careful  in  select- 
ing their  messengers,  earnestly  insist  on 
their  attendance,  and  provide  for  all  • nec- 
essary expense.  It  is  well  that  young  men 
be  sent  along  with  brethren  of  experience, 
that  they  may  learn  and  become  interested 
in  the  meetings  and  work  of  the  general 
body;  but  at  least  one . messenger  should 
go  from  each  church  who  could  cot  only 
carry  out  but  also  deliver  its  message. 
Every  chnrch  should  be  careful  about  its 
report  ot  finances  and  membership.  Often 
messengers  get  together  at  the  place  of 
meeting  and  write  a letter  for  the  church 
-from  what  they  can  remember.  This  is 
shameful  indiflerence  and  negligence.  Pas- 
tors can  do  much  to  cure  and  prevent  the 
evil.  If  any  report  is  made  at  all  it  should 
lie  full,  minute  and  accurate.  If  the 
churches  send  messt  ngers  to  the  associa- 
tions they  should  prepare  the  messages 
which  they  wish  to  deliver. 

Further,  it  is  the  duty  of  mes  engers 
also  to  carry  messages  from  the  associa- 
tion to  the  chnrches.  They  should  select 
one  of  their  numlier  as  foreman  and 
spokesman  who  shall  prepare  and  give  a 
report  of  the  associa tioejal  meeting  to  the 
church  which  sent  them,  and  seek  to  im- 
part the  information  and  enthusiasm 
which  they  have  received.  It  the  associa- 
tion suggests  that  the  church  agree  to  try 
to  raise  a certain  arnouht  of  money  for 
benevolent,  educational  and  missionary 
purposes  the  messengers  should  make 
known  the  request,  ask  that  it  be  accept- 
ed, modified  or  rejected,  and  that  the 
clerk  of  the  church  report  its  action  imme- 
diately to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  as- 
sociation, or  to  that  of  the  general  body 
with  which  the  church  and  association 
cooperate. 

All  this  is  simple.  It  ip  so  well  known 
and  generally  accepted  that  it  is  difficult 
to  remember  it  tb  do  it,  Dear  brethren, 
we  shall  soon  go  up  to  our  anni^l  meet- 
ings. We  can  carry  with  ns  no  authority 
from  the  churches,  but  we  can  carry  the 
power  of  personal  piety,  single-hearted  de- 
votion  to  onr  Master’s  Kingdom,  infor- 
mation concerning  the  work  of  his  ser- 
vants, sincere  desire  and  honest  effort  to 
“keep  the  u'  ity  of  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace.”  Let  all  Israel  pray  for  and  ex- 
pect  to  receive  a great  blessing  in  and 
from  these  meetings.

293,665,  as  compared  with  $101,476,882 
in  church  property.  The  largest  of  these 
schools  is  Chicago  University,  which  had 
last  year  325  teachers  and  4,463  students. 
The  next  largest  is  Baylor  University, 
with  90  professors  and  1,025  students. — 
Exchange.

W.  J.  Watlington. 

I have  read  today  a card  from  Mr.  H.  C. 
Watlington  informing  me  of  the  death  of 
his  brother  Hon.  W.  T.  Watlintington  of 
Yazoo  County. 

My  acquaintance  with  Bro.  Watling- 
ton goes  back  to  the  year  1885,  when  at 
the  request  of  Bro.  Lomax  I went  to 
Bethel  immediately  following  the  close  of 
a meeting  to  baptize  the  people  who  had 
asked  that  ordinance  as  the  result  ol  a 
meeting  which  he  bad  held.  I found  Bro. 
Watlington  one  of  the  most  active  and 
interested  members  of  the  old  church  1 
was  called  to  the  pastorate  and  for  seven 
years  I preached  there,  and  the  zeal  and 


interest  which  I saw  at  first,  continned 
through  all  these  years.  I was  frequently 
in  his  home,  and  many  were  the  long  talks 
that  we  had,  about  the  kingdom  of  onr 
Lord,  in  all  of  which  he  showed  the 
liveliest  concern.  He  was  never  too  busy 
that  he  could  not  spare  time  for  meeting 
me  at  the  station  some  five  | miles  away, 
and  bringing  me  to  his  home,  and  then 
often  supplying  the  conveyance  he  would 
go  with  me  to  the  homes  of.  the  people, 
delighting  as  much  in  these  pastoral  calls 
as  I did.  He  was  always  an  intelligent 
hearer  of  the  word,  delighting  in  the 
preached  Gospel  and  prayerfully  applying 
its  truths  to  his  own  life.  He  bad  wide 
acquaintance  with  the  preachers  of  om 
denomination  having  been  associated  with 
them  at  Mississicpi  College,  both  in 
his  student  life,  and  when  he  was  proctor 
of  the  College.  Besides  this  personal 
acquaintance  he  knew  all  those  who  wrote 
for  the  paper,  enjoying  this  press  acquain- 
tance quite  as  much  as  if  he  knew  them.  a 

One  of  the  marked  characteristics  of  his 
life  was  his  sympathy  with  orphan  chil- 
dren. When  I first  knew  him,  his  ilome 
was  the  home  of  two,  one  of  whom  God 
took  just  as  she  was  grown.  There  were 
yet  even  then  two  others  who  baci  been  in- 
mates of  the  Soldiers’  Orphans  Home,  and 
who  on  the  breaking  npot  that  institution 
came  to  live  with  him  and  who  loved  him 
as  if  he  were  their  own  father.  These  three 
have  gone  out  into  the  world  with  the  im- 
press of  a kind  Christian  life  npon  them. 
When  I was  last  at  this  home  there  were 
four  others  who  had  come  under  the  same 
kindly  spirit  and  found  in  his  home  a 
refuge. 

He  served  his  country  as  legislator,  and 
in  the  councils  of  state  was  always 
ailigned  with  the  forces  that  make  for  tem- 
perance and  virtue.  His  church  bad  in 
him  an  untiring  factor  in  its  support  from 
every  point  of  view.  Society  had  in  him 
an  unceasing  worker  in  the  advancement 
of  its  highest  interests  along  all  educa- 
tional lines.  His  neighborhood  had  in  him 
a model  citizen,  a sympathetic  friend  and 
helper  in  all  its  claims  His  w fe  had  in 
him  a kind  indulgent  loving  husband. 
Their  union  has  never  been  blessed  with 
children  of  their  own,  but  they  have 
wrought  together  side  by  side  through 
sunshine  and  storm  blessing  the  world  and 
winning  from  onr  God  that  approval 
which  He  puts  on  them  who  consider  the 
poor,  and  who  visit  the  fatherless  and  the 
widow  in  their  affliction. 

Something  over  a year  ago,  his  health 
began  to  tail,  life  has  lieen  a straggle  ever 
since.  Now  there  would  be  some  hope  ttf 
permanent  recovery  and  then  he  would  get 
worse,  each  time  that  he  would  fall  ouck 
it  was  more  difficult  to  recover. 

There  was  no  tear  on  his  part  of  the  king 
of  terrors.  lie  was  satisfied  to  go  hence 
whenever  it  should  be  the  will  of  Godr 
That  will  was  manifest  last  monday  Aug. 
14th.,  when  Jesus  said,  ‘Father  I will  that 
he  whom  thoq  hast  given  me,  be  with  me 
where  I am,’ land  the  tired  soul  mounted
